Chambor Of Shipping’s 
Recommendations 


LONDON, Feb. 27 (Reuter) —Life- 
saving jackets which a crew. could 
wear at work, and the provision of 
rafts for all on board were among the 
recommendations made by the British: 
‘Chamber of Shipping to its members 
as safety measures to meet the danger 

. of ships being torpedoed or mincd. 
This fs revealed In the annual re- 
port of the Chamber of Shipping. ; 
Other recommendations included 
the provision of fluminatlon on rafts 
_ and on an inereased number of life- 
buoys, alternative Mghting on ships 
and clectric torches for members of 
the crew. . : 


Higher Running Costs 


Tho report dealt with the In- 
creased running costa for shipping, 
pointing out that a decp'sca tramp 
steamer of about 9,000 tons would, 
in April, 1039,:‘have cost £35 per 
day. to mmm, £48 per day in 
September, 1939, and £51 per day 
in January, 1040... 

A vessel which would have cost 
£ 100,000 to build in ‘1938 cost £120,- 
000 immediately before the war and 
would, cost £160,000 to-day. 

The report points out that there is 
not a single shipbuilding yard idle in 
this counry, Forelgn competition, 50 
far from diminishing; was being 
greatly strengthened.

No Re-Export 


To Reich 
How Britain’s War 


’ Trade Pacts Operate 


LONDON, Feb. 27 (Reuter),—The 
alms ‘of British war trade agreements 
were outlined by Mr. Ronald Cross, 
Minister of Economic Warfare, in the 
House of Commons to-day In_ reply. 
to u question by Miss Ward whether 
the Government, In any upreements 
concluded or under negotiations with 
neutra) governments, had consented 
to the contlnuation of re-export te 
Germany by the neutral countrics 
concerned. 

Mr. Cross in reply stated that war 
trade oprecments generally aimed at 
securing guarantees against the re- 
export of contraband goods to Ger- 
mony with machinery for thelr en- 
forcement, thus facilitating the opera- 
tion of our contraband control and at 
the same time entering the neutral 
countries concerned to maintain our 
domestle economy. 


Belligerent Rights 

Mr. Cross emphasised that there 
was nothing In the agreements 
which prevented us from exercising 
our full belligerent rights In respect 
of any consignments in regard to 
which we had evidence’ of an 
cnemy destination. 
There had becn no substantial it~ 


jficulty in securing, that the machinery 


in neutral countries for preventing 
the re-export to Germany of their 
overseas imports, especially foodstulls 
and ruw matcrials, should be operat- 
ed in a manner satisfactory to us. 

With regard to foods which these 
countries -roduced themselves, the 
countries concerned usually stinulated 
that such goods might be expected to 
bath belligerents on a second-time 
level. 

Cases where o neutral country hid 
a manufacturing industry depending 
ou imports of raw materinis were 
most difficult to deal with,.and our 
aim in the case of important com- 
modities hud been by agreement to 
prevent entirely, or restrict to trifling 
quantities, exports of such manufac- 
tures to Germany.

FORCEFUL SPEECH 


SPECIAL TO THE “TELEGRAPH” 


’ LONDON, Feb. 27 (UP).—The powerfully reinforced 
British Navy is ready to “beat down” all Nazi attacks, 
declared Mr. Winston Churchill in the House of Commons 
to-day, when he also hinted that Britain might take ‘a 
‘sterner stand towards neutral European nations. 

Almost in the same breath he announced additions 
to the Fleet designed to resist aerial and, U-boat attacks. 


He admitted that Scapa Flow 
has been abandoned as a naval 
base, presumably owing: to. the 
uncertainty of its protection, 
despite its strategic and: other 
values, ‘ 

Ho admitted that the old “wonder 
ship" H.MS, Nelsen *(33,050 tons), 
which was built in 1925, has been 
damaged by a mine.’ 

However, she reached port under 
her own power and will shortly re- 
Join the flect, he declared, 

Vast Confidence 

Tho First Lord's specch was one 
of vant confidence. It detalled the 
great efforts belng mado to build up 
the Britlsh Navy to defeat the newer 
and greater German attacks on Brt- 
taln’s sea power which are expected 
soon, . : 

The speech emphasised the British 
determination to carry on the war 
against Nazl leadership, Jt continu- 
ally expressed confidence in victory — 
ata time when Mr, Welles is prepar- 
ing to confer with Hitler In Berlin 
this week. 

Now Battleships 

Mr. Churchilt put emphasis on the 
new buttleships which will soon join 
the feet and said the Allled blockade 
ja working satisfactorily. 

‘The Straits of Dover are closed 
and sealed, and the Northern Patrol 
is being muintalncd by a strongly 
supported cordon from Scotland to 
Greenland," he said. 

He explained that the blockade 
could “be tightened stlll.further but 
that Britain desired to “strike A 
balance” and not to harm friendly 
neutrals, 

Lost Over 35 U-Boats 
He sald Germany had lost half 
of her 10 U-bonts by the end of 

December and expressed the opin- 

fon that they are able to bulld ten 

new U-boats In three months, 

Britain, he said, has started bulld- 
Ing a large number of naval craft 
designed to destroy U-boats faster 
than they can be constructed. 

He added that the Admiralty has 
Issued “thousands of guns of all sorts 
and sizes" fo the British merchant 
and fishing flects for protectlon 
against attacks from German planes,

“With the passage of the summer 
the new building of U-boats will 
increasingly come into play and we 
expect to meet them with ovr very 
large new dulldings of craft especial- 
ly adapted to their destruction.

Ready For Anything - 

“Happily wo have a far greater 
strength in capital ships than the 
enemy and If at any. time thoy 
break out as thoy may do wo are 
always ready to mect them | with 
much larger forces and bring ‘them 
to battle and destroy them as we 
ald in the isolated case of the Graf 
Spee, 5 ; 

- “Without a superior battle flect we 
could not exercise any command of 
the sea nor even keep ourselves alive 
with food.” . . 

Recalling that during the last war. 
Britain had ‘to keep always ready 30 
to 40 battleships with attendant 
squadrons and flotilias to ight a main 
battle at any time, Mr, Churchill said; 
“Now this preoccupation has been 
diminished, The enemy have only 
two really big ships. and cannot at- 
tempt to form a line of battle. 

“Wo have at least threo if not 

four, nes of battle not ono of 
which the enemy could face in aon 
engagement, 
“Therefore we are able to dispose 
of our ships much more widely and, 
at the samo time, to keep ample 
forces always at sea ready to engage 
the enemy's principal vessels should 
they present themselves. 

“Upon this fact depends the whole 
of our seo _ control.” ‘ 

Better Equipped 

Mr. ‘Churchill, montloned that the 
new warships. which Britain was 
building were capable of standing up

R.A.F. Flights Into Germany 

Intense alr activity hag resulted In 
the reported loss. of two German 
bombers off the British coast, and of 
one of possibly '-two R.A.F. plancs 
during a reconna{ssance filght over 
the Heligolund Bight. 

The H:A.F. pushed deeply inte 
Germany and the Nazi pilots flew 
over. France in a sudden spurt of air 
actlon which cxtended over the 
fighting fronts. 

Leaflet Raid Over Berlin 

R.AF. headquarters In France 
described a “Ieafiet’ rald over Berlin 
which was “almost a house to house 
canvas.” ALF. planes flew un- 
molested up and down above Unter 
den Linden, WHhelmstrasse and Kur- 
fucrsicndamm, Httering the strects 
with thousantls of leflets. 

Paris ta-day reported thot six 
persons were wounded by the e¢x- 
plosion of anti-aircraft shells during 

age Ino swhich five German 
planes which had penetrated the 
Paris region were driven off. 

It is understood that several enemy 
bombing squadrems crossed the 
border with fighting planes acting as 
escorts, Some flew over the north 
und northwest areas, while a detach- 
ment of fiVe swerved over to the 
Paris region.

Tho Berlin official news agency 
admitted that the RAF. flew, over 
northwest, Germany but denied they 
reached Berlin, 

A London report says a British 
patrol brought down a Heinkel plane 
over the Firth of Forth and brought 
down a second Heinkel off the 
Northumberland coast.

It proved to be Paddy 
Mahon who not so very long 
ago was ‘Hated with ‘the second 
best average of the British 
professionals, This intensive 
activity, 1 was Informed, was 
due to recent indifferent per- 
formances on the greens. 

Mahon confirmed this loter. He 
declared that his putting touch 
seemed temporarily to desert him, 
but be had at. Jest found 2 cure; he 
had changed hls’ putter. Upon 
handling the club In question my 
first impressions were that Jt might 
be used for almost anything. except 
putting. The grip had gone and 
the shaft was hopelessly warped, yet 
Mahon used this club throughout a 
later champlonship and undentabl 
recaptured his cunning on the greens, 
Truly, faith in a wonderful thing. 


BOUGHT FROM CADDY

To Reich 
How Britain’s War 
Trade Pacts Operate: 


LONDON, Feb. 27 (Reuter) —The 
aims of British war trade nugreements 
were outlined by Mr. Ronald Cross, 
Minlster of Economic Warfare, in the 
Ilouse of Commons to-day in reply 
to n question by Miss Ward whether 
the Government, in any agreements 
concluded or under negotiations with 
neutral governments, had consented 
to the continuation of re-export to 
Germany by the neutral countrica 
concerned. 


Mr. Cross in reply stated that war 
trade agreements generally almed at 
securing gugrantecs agalnst the re 
export of contraband ssoods to Ger- 
mony with machinery for their en- 
forcement, thus facilitating the operas 
tlon of our contraband control and at 
the same time ennbling the neutral 
countries concerned to maintaln their 
domestic economy. 


Belligerent Rights 

Mr, Cross emphasised that there 
was nothing In’ the agreements 
which prevented us from exercising 
our full belligerent rights in respect 
of any consignments in regard to 
which we-had evidence of an 
enemy destination, 

There had been no substantlal dif- 
ficulty in securing that the machinery 
in neutral countries for preventing 
the re-export to Germany: of thelr 
overseas imports, especially foodstuffs 
and raw materials, should be operat- 
ed in a manner satisfactory to us.” 

With regard to goods which these 
countries ~roduced themselves, the 
countries concerned usually stinulated 
that such goods might be expected to 
both belligerents on’ a second-time 
level.

Finland's’ Roteal 


To Sportsmen 


To the Editor, . 

Hongkong “Telegraph” 

Waa “1u3B tne International 
Olympic Committee entrusted Fin- 
land owith organising the XUth 
Olypmic Games jn Helsinki, capital 
of the Finnish Republic. Finland 
and her, sportsmen accepted this 
commission with xratitude and, 
thanks to the slienerous sacrifices of 
the entire nation the preparations 
bad progressed so far by the Autumn 
of 1939 that the successful realisation 
of the Gumes seemed ensured, In o 
cheerful and confident spirit we 
looked forward to the urrivaol of the 
world’s athletes and sportsmen ag 
our puesis, 

When the European wir broke out 
last autunin, Finland deelded to con- 
tinue her preparations for the Olym- 
ple Games, We thought that even 
tn time of war Jt was important to 
keep alive the Olympic.idea, an idea 
that would -unite all the nations of 
the world in spirit of peace and 
brotherhood. We felt that it was 
our duty to arrange the Games at the 


very time when their significance, 
us a symbol of goudwill among the 
nations, was greater than aver, 
Shortly after having been entrusted 
with the Games we ‘ defined thelr 
aim; to be a feast which would 
awaken, in all individuals ‘and nne 
tions, a desire for mutual under- 
standing and hold before the eyes of 
a world, infected with discord and 
suspicion, the ideal of peace, 

But when less than a year remain- 
ed before the Games, Bolshevik 
Russla attacked our peaceful people, 
thereby violating her Nonaggression 
Pact with Finland. She disclosed her 
intentions by making , air raids on 
the unfortified Olympic City killing 
women and children with bombs and 
machine guns. Russia’s uim is to de- 
stroy Finlond’s independence through 
bloodshed and fire, 

The people of Fipland: ‘have taken 
up arms as one man: They, havo 
abandoned their peacetime occupa- 
tions and are now using. all their 
power to defend thelr right to their 
native Jand. The nation fights for 
its very existence. . 

At this) moment ‘Finland {ts not 
sending out information obout the 
Games. Nevertheless the Organising 
Committee of -the XIIth’ Olympic 
Games has met in order to make this 
appeal to the athletes and sportsmen 


fellow athIctes and sportsmen In all 
parts of the world, to think of Fin- 
land at this moment—Finland, the 
country, which was entrusted with 
the Xlith Olympic Games, the coun- 
try, which expected to greet the 
flower of the world’s youth as her 
guests at this great festival of peace, 
the country which has been attacked 
without the slightest justification by 
u Great Power pursuing its bolshevist 
policy, 

And when you . -ate ‘thinking of 
Finland may you underg:and that, 
however encouraging the sympathy 


shown us by the world has been, it 
Js not sufficient for a nation strugel- 
ing against on enemy fifty times 
greater In size and power. 

It’s up to you, also, Athletes and 
Sportsmen of the world, to decide 
whether this appeal from the Or- 
ganlsing Committee of the XIT Olym- 
pic Games shall be a: last message 
or not,

Chamber Of Shipping’s 
Recommendations 
LONDON, Feb. 27 (Reuter). —Life- 


saving jackets which a crew could 


wear at work, and the provision of 
rafts for all on board were among the 
recommendations made by the British 
Chamber of Shipping to its members 
os safcty measures to meet the danger 
of ships belng torpedoed or mined. 

This is revealed In the annual re- 
port of the Chamber of Shipping. 

Other recommendations included 
the provision of illumination on rafts 
and on an increased number of life- 
buoys, allernative Hghting .on ships 
and electric torches for members of 
the crew. 


Highor Ruanieg Costs 


Tho ‘report avalt with the in- 
creased running costs for shipping, 
pointing out that a deep sea tramp 
steamer of about 9,000 tons would, 
in April, 1939, have cost £35 per 
day to run, 248 per day ‘in 
September, 1939. and £51 per day 
in January, 1940. - 

A vessel which would have cost 
£100,000 to build in 1038 cost £120,- 
000 immediately before the war und 
would cost £160,000 to-day, 

The report points out that there is 
not a single shipbullding yard idle in 
this counry. Foreign competition, so 
far from ‘diminishing, was belng 


‘greatly ‘strengthened. 


Under the first step towards main-
